The maln driving force, he adds, 
Is psychle hunger—an unsatlsiced or 
unsettled something in the mind such, 
as worry, ftustration, fear, a feeling 
of insecurity or anything else that 
generates und muintalns emotional 
tension. 

These psychic drives, if they do 
not lead to excessive cating, may 
manifest themselves In some .other 
form of obnormal or irregular be- 
haviour, even physical ailments. 
They result in over-cating when the 
individual hag o natural tendency in 
that direction. 


”. Psychological Urges 


Dr Freed Is only, one of many 
physicians who jin recent years have 


stressed the jmportance of emotional : 


tension in obesity, However, he 
‘offered a new sugeestion—that, 
medical men other than psychiatrists 
do what they can towards making 
patients aware of the psychological 
urges behind their over-cating. 


It is impracticable for all over- 


weight people to receive psychiatric | 


service, Dr Freed suid, but obesity 
is such a menace to health that: it 
should, be attacked’ with all the 
means avallable, and this includes 
the mental factor. ; : 
Some people, however, can be 
helped’ it they can be made to 
understand how their emotional 
tensions are driving them to food.
